Ju dge Hu gh Stu art, who insisted on 
the gag order on newsmen, set sentenc­ 
ing for Jan 29 Simants cou ld get the 
death p enalty The ju dge may p ass sen­ 
tence himself or ap p oint a p anel to do it. 


Stu art also p olled the ju rors for their 
v iew of the gag order Nine ju rors said 
they cou ld not hav e serv ed imp artially 
had they known in adv ance that Si­ 
mants. 30. had confessed to the Oct 18. 
1975. fatal .shootings of Henry Kellie and 
fiv e members of his family , three adu lts 
and three children Two ju rors did not 
rep ly . 
Ju rv ' Foreman Richard M Anderson, 
a North Platte insu rance adju stor, said 
he cou ld hav e ju dged the ev idence im­ 
p artially becau se in his line of work ‘i 
hav e learned to go on facts rather than 
hearsay ,” 
Anderson said the ju ry reached its de­ 
cision on its third ballot when two ju rors 
agreed to v ote gu ilty on all six cou nts. 
"One of the ju ri.sts became q u ite emo­ 
tional becau se she wasn't really su re we 
were doing the right thing." Anderson 
.said 
Simants, whose ex -wife testified that 
he dev elop ed into a heav y drinker on 
the death of his .son. betray ed no emo­ 
tion as he heard the v erdict At the time 
of the mu rders, he liv ed with his sister 
and 
brother-in-law 
nex t door to the 
Kellies in Su therland 
Throu ghou t the 12-day trial. Simants’ 
p u blic defender lawy er p ictu red him as 
a mentally retarded alcoholic who was 
p sy chotic and mentally incomp etent He 
had p leaded innocent by reason of in­ 
sanity . 
The defense p resented fiv e witnes.ses. 
Simants was charged with six cou nts 
of fir.st-degree m u rder in the com­ 
mission and attemp ted commission of 
sex u al as.sau lt 
The sex u al assau lt charges stemmed 
from the rap e of Florence Kellie. 10. 
after she had been killed, and the a t­ 
tem p ted rap e of her grandmother. Au ­ 
drey Marie Kellie. 57 , after she had 
been killed. Under Nebraska law. the 
rap e charge was p art of the m u rder 
charge.

ninemonth-old civ il war that has claime<i more 
than 9 .000 liv es. It p its right-wing Christians 
against leftist Moslems and their Palestinian allies 


Karami. a Moslem, .said the cease-fire wou ld 
take effect at 6 a m Su nday (11 p m EST). The 
gov ernment will gu arantee that all roads will re- 


main op en, he said, and all sides had agreed to lift 
their blockades 
These inclu de the Palestinian camp s of Tel 
Zaater and Jisr Basha in Boiru ts’s su bu rbs that 
hav e been encircled by Christians for two weeks, 
and the Moslem sieges of the Christian towns of 
Jiy eh.

In Ford's view 
State of the Union is improving 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A y ear ago 
F^re.sident Ford told Congress "the state 
of the Union is not good.” He’ll rep ort 
on Monday night that it is better, bu t 
the cou ntry .still has a long way to go. 
‘T v e got bad news.” Ford declared 
last y ear, as he ou tlined p roblems in 
su ch areas as energy , emp loy ment and 
the economy . 
In the State of the Union 197 6. he’ll re­ 
p ort the sam e p roblems p ersi.st, mo.st to 
a lesser degree, and he'll p rop ose a belt- 
tightening bu dget of $394 billion. 


On foreign affairs, the President will 
declare the United States is continu ing 
its efforts in 197 6 toward a Middle P'ast 
p eace settlement, toward reaching a 
second p ha.se nu clear arm s agreement 


with the Sov iet Union and imp rov ing de­ 
tente with the Ru ssians. 
And he may p rov ide an initial indica­ 
tion of his p lans for the long awaited re­ 
organization of the nation’s intelligence 
ap p aratu s. 
The President is .schedu led to deliv er 
the half hou r message before a joint 
.session of Congress at 9 :00 p .m. e.st 
Monday . 
In discu ssing the sp eech with re­ 
p orters the other day . Ford said the 
State of the Union "is better than what I 
said la st y e a r .” bu t he did not 
elaborate. 
White Hou se .sou rces said the Presi­ 
dent will p resent a broad ov erv iew of 
domestic and foreign affairs, leav ing 


.sp ecific details to his bu dget, economic, 
state of the world and other messages to 
be deliv ered in the coming weeks. 
Presidential P ress Secretary Ron 
Nes.sen also said the address "will p re­ 
sent a p hilo.sop hical ov erv iew of the 
goals and v ision of where the President 
wants to lead the cou ntry ov er the nex t 
sev eral y ears.” 
F^ord met on Satu rday with Gov . 
Robert Ray of Iowa, chairman of the 
National Gov ernors Conference, to brief 
him on the .state of the u nion and bu dget 
mes.sages 
While they p osed for p hotograp hers. 
P'ord held a cop y of his State of the 
Union message, say ing. "This is the 
fifth draft and we’re going to hav e one 


more and th at’s it.” 
The P re sid ent p lanned to w ork 
throu gh the weekend on the sp eech. 
B ecau se it is an election y ear. 
Democrats will be watching closely for 
any p olitical ov ertones in the State of 
the Union message. 


Some C ongressional sou rces said 
P'ord faces strong op p osition from the 
Democratic controlled Congress for his 
p lan to hold down sp ending. 


The President will say in his message 
that the economy has to be imp rov ed in 
197 6. that the cou ntry mu st hav e con­ 
tinu ed economic growth withou t in­ 
flation. that there mu st be jobs for ev er- 
v one who wants to work 
Budget could cause power fight 


W A SHIN GTO N (A P ) - H ou se 
Sp eaker Carl Albert foresees continu ing 
confrontations with President Ford in 
the congressional session starting Mon­ 
day as Democrats seek job-ex p anding 
p rograms too costly to fit u nder Ford’s 
ceiling. 


"In dealing with the economy we’re 
going to p u t jobs on the front bu rner,” 
the Hou se Democratic chief said in an 
interv iew 


He li.sted three bills for early atten­ 
tion in the Hou se One already has been 
v etoed by Ford, and Democrats ex p ect 
at least one other will be v etoed if 
p assed 


The Hou .se has .schedu led a v ote Jan. 
27 on a $36.1 billion Labor-Health, 
Edu cation and Welfare ap p rop riation 
bill Ford v etoed as "a classic ex amp le 
of ... u nchecked sp ending. ’ A two-thirds 
v ote wou ld be req u ired to ov erride the 


v eto, and Albert said he thinks the 
chances are good. 
A second p riority bill is a Hou se- 
Senate comp romi.se v ersion of a $6 2 
billion p u blic works emp loy ment bill 
Democrats say wou ld create or p re­ 
serv e 800.000 jobs. Democratic leaders, 
conceding they ex p ect a v eto, are ask­ 
ing for a large v ote. 
The third m easu re is ex p ected to be 
rep orted ou t in Febru ary by the Hou se 
edu cation and Labor Committee. It 
wou ld au thorize $1.2 billion for p u blic 
.serv ice jobs, ap p rox imately dou bling, to 
600.000. the nu m ber of su ch jobs 
financed. 
These are the kinds of bills ov er 
w hich F ord and the D em ocratic 
Congress clashed du ring 197 5. and 
Albert-said he ex p ects the disp u tes to 
continu e and p erhap s intensify as the 
p residential camp aign warms u p . 
"The President will want to attack the 


economic p roblems throu gh tax cu ts 
and sp ending ceilings.” he said. "1 think 
the Congress will think that tax cu ts and 
sp ending p rogram s, p articu larly for 
jobs, will still be the basic thru st .... 
"The same p rincip le is still in con­ 
flict ; that is. ju st how do y ou ap p roach 
the economy ?” 
Albert said economic imp rov ement 
cou ld be traced in redu ced intere.st 
rates and some moderation of p rices. 
Bu t. he continu ed, "jobs hav e been v ery 
slow to react. That’s why we think we 
need to keep an emp hasis on jobs ... 
"I think we will see in the long p u ll an 
effort made to go bey ond the scop e of 
the p resent p rograms, into the area of 
try ing to reach the goal of the fu ll 
emp loy ment act.” 
Albert indicated leaders p lan to giv e 
econom ic leg islation com m anding 
p riority in the 197 6 session, which will 
be interru p ted by the two national p arty 


nominating conv entions. It will also be 
u nder p ressu re to adjou rn early enou gh 
to allow camp aigning time. 


Additionally , the req u irements of the 
new bu dget control act, coming fu lly in­ 
to effect this y ear, dictate a tight sched­ 
u le on bills au thorizing sp ending and 
making actu al ap p rop riations By May 
15 all au thorizing legislation is to be ou t 
of committees and Congress is to hav e 
adop ted its target resolu tion on ov erall 
rev enu es and ou tlay s. 


"We are going to hav e to concentrate 
on athorizations and ap p rop riations.” 
Albert said. "General things will hav e 
to wait ” 


The sp eaker indicated a low p riority 
wou ld be assigned to su ch controv ersial 
measu res as p rop osals for anti-abortion 
constitu tional amendments, legislation 
on gu n control and against bu sing of 
school children for racial balance.

An estate tax is an excise tax levied upon the transfer of pro­ 
perty at the death of the owner. It is a tax liability of the entire 
taxable estate. Inheritance tax is also an excise tax levied at 
death, but it is imposed upon individual beneficiaries rather 
than the estate as a whole. 


The federal government levies only an estate tax. An Internal 
Revenue Service form 706 must be filed within 9 months for 
a decedent who has a gross estate valued in excess of 
$60,000. 


Every state except Nevada levies either an estate tax or an 
inheritance tax or both. These succession taxes apply to all 
transfers, but exemptions frequently render the transfer tax 
free.

Remarkable Adams family subject of TV series

The primaries and the con­ 
ventions have some important 
common features under the 
new rules First, they make it 
easier for a dark horse to win 
con ven tion d eleg ates, 
especially in the case of the 
Democrats who have adopted 
a proportional representation 
rule and have eliminated win­ 
ner-take-all primaries 
Secondly, they favor the 
candidate with charisma and 
the ability to excite activist 
supporters 
People who troop through 
the snow to vote in primaries 
early in the year or stay 
through all-night caucuses are 
generally the political ac­ 
tivists who support ideological 
candidates of the right or left. 
The great mass of middle 
ground voters tend to prefer 
centrist candidates in Novem­ 
ber but frequently they don’t 
bother to vote in the 
primaries. 
This year none of the Demo­ 
crats seems to be attracting 
the kind of devoted throngs of 
young supporters Eugene 
M c C a rth y and G eorge 
McGovern drew. 
But on the Republican side, 
Ronald Reagan, former 
California governor and mov­ 
ie star, appears to have the 
charisma and ideological 
commitment to enlist the ac­ 
tivists. 
The very reforms that have 
opened the nominating pro­ 
cess and made delegate dis­ 
tribution agonizingly fair have 
made it less likely that any 
Democratic candidate will go 
to the national convention in 
New York next July with a 
commanding lead.

In addition, old rules which 
allowed politicos to control a 
meeting by voting masses of 
proxies have been banned by 
both parties. Democrats 
permit a form of proxy voting, 
but only a person who actually 
shows up at a meeting may 
leave a proxy, if he departs 
before the meeting ends. 


So the candidate who can 
get the most fans to the early 
caucuses will get the biggest 
share of a state’s national con­ 
vention delegates. 
On the eve of the first 
caucus. Reagan appears to be 
the only candidate of either 
party possibly capable of 
packing caucuses with his 
supporters. He is clearly iden­ 
tified as a strong conservative 
with a committed constituen­ 
cy to draw from. 


Unless President Ford can 
stir his supporters enough to

The Pettis Cou nty Cou rt got back 
into the bou nty bu siness when it 
v oted recently to start p ay ing for 
coy ote scalp s. The cou rt bu d geted 
$4,000 for the so-called “wolf” 
bou nties. 


No matching state fu nd s are 
inclu d ed in this item, since the 
state q u it p ay ing bou nty fu nd s a 
few y ears ago, after becoming 
conv inced 
that 
it 
was 
not 
a 
p articu larly sou nd inv estment. 


The q u estion of bou nties is a 
controv ersial one, as the resu lts of 
last week ’s Sou nd Off q u estion 
show 
in tod ay ’s 
p ap er. Those 
op p osed to bou nties attack them on 
both economic and p reserv ationist 
grou nd s. 
They 
p oint 
ou t 
that 
bou nties hav e not p rov ed effectiv e 
in controlling coy ote p op u lations, 
since the sp ecies continu ed to 
p roliferate ev en d u ring the high- 
bou nty y ears. 


Others maintain that the coy ote 
is not really the liv estock p red ator 
he is crack ed u p to be, citing 
stu d ies 
that 
show 
the 
ty p ical 
coy ote’s d iet consists mainly of 
rod ents, rabbits and other small 
animals, as well as carrion. This is 
the 
p osition 
of 
the 
Missou ri 
Dep artment of Conserv ation. 


On the other sid e are some 
farmers, who claim that coy otes are 
a menace to liv estock and say the 
p roblem is getting worse. The 
Cou nty Cou rt said it reinstated the 
bou nties 
in 
resp onse 
to 
su ch 
comp laints. 
Yet 
other farmers 
maintain the p roblem is negligible. 


Also on the p ro-bou nty sid e are 
the p eop le who hu nt coy otes for 
sp ort, u tilizing tru ck s, d ogs and CB 
rad ios. They wou ld continu e to 
hu nt coy otes bou nty or no bou nty , 
and critics hav e a good p oint in 
ask ing why the tax p ay ers shou ld 
su bsid ize hu nters. 


At 
the 
time 
Pettis 
Cou nty 
su sp end ed p ay ing bou nties arou nd 
1971, one of the reasons cited was 
the su sp icion that a consid erable 
nu mber of ou t-of-cou nty coy ote 
scalp s were being hau led into 
Sed alia 
for p ay ment. Ev en as 
things 
stand 
now, su rrou nd ing 
cou nties either p ay no bou nties at 
all or lower ones that d oes Pettis, a 
situ ation 
that 
will 
p robably 
encou rage more of the same. 


After some ex p erience with this, 
the Pettis Cou nty Cou rt may again 
d ecid e that it isn’t worth it.

WASHINGTON — Pennsy lv ania’s Gov . 
Milton Shap p called on u s sev eral week s 
ago 
to

Before Thornbu rgh came to Washington, 
he was the U.S. attorney in Pittsbu i^h He 
camp aigned against Shap p and accu sed 
him of imp rop rieties worse than Water­ 
gate. Now Thornbu rgh is u sing his new 
p owers in the Ju stice Dep artment, Shap p 
charged , to try to mak e the charges come 
tru e 
These were seriou s allegations coming, 
as they d id , from a p owerfu l gov ernor and 
p resid ential contend er. At first, Shap p 
ap p eared to be the d ark est horse in the 
Democratic p resid ential race. Bu t in a p oll 
tak en at a Democratic conv ention in the 
k ey state of Florid a. Shap p p laced second 
to Georgia’s ex -Gov . Jimmy Carter and 
beat ou t Alabama’s Gov . George Wallac-e 


Therefore, we sent ou t rep orter Marc 
Smolonsk y to Pennsy lv ania to check into 
Shap p ’s comp laints. Smolonsk y has sp ent 
more than a month on the inv estigation He 
has interv iewed a host of state officials and 
gov ernment inv estigators from Harrisbu rg 
to Washington.

Reagan’s foes, who seem to be legion, 
hav e clu tched this p rop osal lov ingly to 
their breasts. They are fetched by it. They 
p rofess nev er to hav e seen so beau tifu l a 
blu nd er. They cannot get enou gh of it. 
They sp eak of it incessantly And Reagan, 
to his cred it, has whetted their p assion by 
sp ellii^ ou t, chap ter and v erse, p recisely 
where he wou ld mak e the $90 billion cu ts.

fed eral hand is ev ery where; the constraints, 
the regimentation, the end less ru les and 
regu lations of ex ecu tiv e agencies sp read 
across the whole of society . We are 
smothering in benev olence. 


Reagan’s ap p roach is tru ly conserv ativ e. 
In the langu age of George Mason, he 
p rop oses (hat we “recu r to fu nd amentals.” 
Let u s sy stematically seek to restore those 
p recep ts of state and local rep onsibiUty 
that were among the fou nd ation stones of 
ou r Rep u blic. Let u s u nd ertak e to confine 
the national gov ernment to those fu nctions 
that are p lainly national in scop e; as for the 
rest, let u s k eep gov ernment close to the 
p eop le gov erned . 


Toward these wholesome end s, Reagan 
p rop oses, for ex amp le, grad u ally to abobsh 
some $13.7 billion in fed eral aid to 
ed u cation. His critic's are aghast. They are 
incred u lou s. Their scorn is bou nd less. Bu t 
this is, of cou rse, what ou ght to be d one. 
He wou ld not tou ch SiK’ial Secu rity or 
Med icare, bu t he wou ld abolish $32 billion 


in other health and welfare p rograms. Why 
not? The p rograms are rid d led with 
incomp etence and waste. He wou ld k nock 
ou t nearly a billion in fed eral grants for 
local law enforcement. Sp lend id ! Health, 
ed u cation, welfare and ¿w enforcement 
ou ght not to be fed eral resp onsibilities. 
These serv ices ou ght rather to benefit from 
the v ariety and p ru d ence of ad ministration 
state-by -state. 


Reagan errs, in my v iew, in p rop osing 
also to p u rge c*ertain fed eral p rograms in 
transp ortation and p ostal serv ices. These 
are ex tensions of p owers p lainly d el^ated 
to the United States gov ernment u nd er the 
Constitu tion. Other recommend ations are 
su bject to similar challenge, and the 
p rop osal 
as 
a 
whole 
is 
p olitically 
u nrealistic. A Democratic Congress nev er 
on this earth wou ld go along Bu t the 
concep t mak es sense. If Reagan is nu ts, so 
were the Fou nd ing Fathers.

Fach of the five largest auto 
Ysurors in Missoun filed pre- 
lium increases in 1975, al- 
hough the number of auto acci- 
ents increased only slightly 
"We've definitely had more 
-remium increases in the last 
2 months than in any other 12- 
nonth period m the last 10 
ears." said Bob Maddox, su- 
»ervisor of the automobile and 
vorkmen's compen.sation sec- 
ion of the Division of Insur- 
ince 
The state's five largest auto 
nsurors — State Farm Mutual. 
vlFA, AllsUite, h’armers Insur- 
ince Co. and American h'arnily 
vlutual 
all increased their 
lulo insurance rates last year, 
iccording to Maddox 
Don Dugan, State Farm re- 
»ional vice president, said tliat 
‘ompany handed a 12 per cent 
ncrease to its auto policyhol- 
Jers at the end of last year 
He said that although the 
number of accidents has not in­ 
creased signifuantly. the lOst 
of "‘crash parts Fis. 
He said the cost of parts over 
the past five years has gone up 
61 per cent, although the in­ 
flation rate was about hiilf that 
amount over the same penixl 


Crash parts are such things 


as fenders, bumpers and grills, 
which usually need replace­ 
ment as the result of an acci­ 
dent 


" In 1974 alone, crash parts 
went up 33 per cent,' Dugan 
said 
The iasurance company offi­ 
cial's claim was supported by 
Don Dulle, president of Jeffer­ 
son Bond and F'rame Works, 
Icn , of Jefferson City 
"Farts increases are the big 
thing The cost of paint and 
thinner has trippled in the last 
year and a half, he said 
According to Dulle. a fender 
for a 1973 Buuk Lasabre was 
priced at $88 15 in January of 
that year, but if that same part 
needed replacing last Novem­ 
ber. it would cost $119. 
"Fifty-five gallons of paint 
thinner cost $44 two years ago, 
now it is up to $110." Dulle 
said 
Dugan said the frequency of 
accidents decreased 
in 
1974 
"because of the energy crisis, 
but in 1975 it crept back up and 
we re now at about the same 
levels we were experiencing be­ 
fore the energy shortage 
Statistics supplied by the De­

first met Aristotle Onassis in 1969 
when he was trying to negotiate a 
contract to build a S7 million re­ 
finery and industrial complex m 
Greece. I was then working for The iVall 
Street Journal and Onassis agreed to 
grant me an interview in Athens. To me. 
as a fellow Greek. Onassis had always 
been a puzzle. I had been proud of his 
success but disappointed by his apparent 
selfishness. With all his millions he had 
never donated a single school, hospital 
or library to Greece. 
As the interview progressed, my sus­ 
picions began to be reinforced. "I'm a 
businessman.” he told me at one point. 
" I’m out to make every million I can." 
I left the interview convinced that what 
made Onassis tick was simply lust for 
money. 
But I later learned that there were 
many more sides to the man than 1 first 
suspected. For one thing, although he 
never openly gave to charity in his life­ 
time, he secretly did hundreds of char­ 
itable acts. As I learned more about him. 


1 began to be fascinated by the contra­ 
dictions. He was short and physically 
unappealing, but he mesmerized some of 
the world’s most sought-after women. 
He was considered ruthless in business, 
but other shipowners told me he never 
could fire anyone who worked for him. 
He was envied by all the world, but his 
life was in the end a bitter disappoint­ 
ment to him. 
My fascination with the mystery of 
Onassis finally led me to write a novel 
about Greek shipowners. My research 
took 
me 
through 
England, 
France, 
Greece and the Greek islands, talking to 
many Greek shipowners and their wives, 
children and mistresses. The result was 
a book called "The Bourlotas Fortune," 
which focuses on the competition be­ 
tween the old established Greek ship­ 
owners and an ambitious young upstart, 


like Onassis, who challenged their power 
and revolutionized the shipping business. 
I talked with people who had known 
Onassis as an employer, a schoolmate, a 
business rival and a friend. Each dis-

closed a piece of the puzzle and slowly 
a picture began to form. I learned, for 
example, that Onassis' chief motivation 
was not greed but a sense of loss. He had 
spent his youth as the son of a well-to-do 


merchant in Smyrna in .Asia Minor, and 
when the Turks attacked the city in 1922, 
massacring Greeks and Armenians by the 
thousands, his uncle and beloved grand­ 
mother perished and Onassis and the rest 
of his family were forced to lice. 
“ Onassis came from a family that was 
very well oif, and suddenly he found him­ 
self poor—a refugee.” Constantine Grat- 
sos, Onassis’ closest friend for almost 50 
years, told me. "He wanted to recapture 
what he had lost, and he did it beyond 
his wildest dreams." 
I also caught glimpses of Onassis’ 
superhuman energy, his genius for busi­ 
ness 
and his tremendous persuasive 
powers. “ His energy was amazing," one 
of his chief aides in Greece told me. “ He 
could go for two or three days without 
sleep and show no signs of fatigue at all." 
In Paris. Ingeborg Dedichen, who lived 
with Onassis from 1934 to 1946, told me 
what he was like after coping with a 
grueling business crisis. “ He would come 
home and the moment he came in the 
door he would begin to tear otf his 
clothes and throw them on the floor.

Clarke's—a gregarious New York saloon 
that caters to alcoholic lovers, insomni­ 
acs, or both. A pair of seedy-looking 
hippies stopped by our table to gape, and 
Ari instructed me to give them my worry 
beads, I 
hesitated. “ Don't worry,” he 
crowed, “ I’ll send you some really good 
ones tomorrow." Sadly, for me, tomorrow 
never came. And when I reminded him of

later,

shrugged and looked away. 
Ari always looked away when he didn't 
like the question. That other billionaire,

Howard Hughes, would pretend he was 
deaf when he didn't want to answer you. 
In actual fact, Howard's hearing is sharper 
than that of a cocker spaniel's. That man 
can hear a Kleenex drop. 
Like so many successful men of my 
acquaintance Ari needed little sleep. I 
asked him about this and he told me, “ All 
I need is about three hours a night. I can 
stay up with no sleep at all for two days. 
Then I go to bed and sleep for 24 hours 
straight and wake up 
refreshed.” He 
didn't know it then, of course, but this is a 
symptom of myasthenia gravis, the para­ 
lyzing nerve disease that took his life. But 
even if he had known, it wouldn't have 
made any difference. Ari lived life to the 
hilt. He never missed a beat. 


Aboard the lavish Christina, Ari ap­ 
peared more impressive than on land. 
Taller even—more handsome. He was se­ 
cure in his winged, sea-girt citadel. The 
crew danced around him like a pack of 
ring-tailed monkeys. He wallowed in the 
spectacle. During lunch, which was gener­ 
ally doused in spiced lukewarm oil, Ari 
came into his own. (Later, Jackie brought 
fruit aboard—no doubt to allay an epidemic 
of scurvy.)

He reveled in the boat s 
appointments. “ Look," he said, fingering 
the arm of my chair, “ see, see, there’s a 
hook there to hang your handbag.”

In spite of ail this ribaldry, ladies were 
instructed to wear dresses at lunch. Ari 
despised trousers on women. (Apparently 
he changed later, because that’s all Jackie 
ever wore.) 
But there was such honesty about this 
man, such naivete, that you couldn’t help 
marveling at his ability to amass that for­ 


tune, to achieve his celebrity. But again— 
he was attractive, in spite of it. 
Those great, round olive eyes were 
blotted 
out 
by 
his 
sunglasses—black 
shades that he wore at breakfast, lunch 
and dinner. Did he wear them in the bath­ 
tub? I know of someone who can answer 
that—Ingeborg Dedichen. When Ari met 
Ingeborg he was a struggling young be­ 
ginner. Her father, a powerful Norwegian 
fleet owner, helped give him his start. 
Says Ingeborg; “ Ari was fearless, cool 
and level-headed. He demanded military 
obedience and was insanely jealous.” To 
punish her for going out with an Italian, 
Ari forced her to eat spaghetti at every 
meal for two weeks. They stayed together 
for 12 years. But, although Ingeborg loved 
him, eventually he married Athina Livanos, 
the daughter of the fantastically, rich 
Greek shipowner—Stavros Livanos.

who knew him best invariably used the 
word “genius.” Andreas Lemos, a ship­ 
owner and historian who lives in Athens, 
told me about Onassis’ revolutionary 
innovations in the shipping business—for 
example, financing ships with other 
people’s money. He \could obtain a long­ 
term charter from an oil company for a 
not-yei-built supertanker and then use 
the charier as collateral to finance the 
building of the tanker. He also pioneered 
the idea of registering his ships under 
flags of convenience to avoid taxes and 
government regulations. 
But it was OnassLs' ability to bend men 
or women to his will that most impressed 
those who knew him. "He had such a 
strong presence and he could talk bril­ 
liantly on any subject," said a Greek 
woman who was close to the family. 
"He could convince you of anything."

Women were always drawn to this 
complicated man—certainly not by his 
physical appearance. And his wealth 
wasn’t the whole answer either, for he 
broke a number of hearts before he was 
rich. Even after he made his millions, 
there were many men as wealthy as 
Onassis who could not captivate a Maria 
Callas or a Jacqueline Kennedy. 
“He had a great gift, a real genius, for 
charming people,” Ingeborg Dedichen 
told me. “He could sit down at a table 
with a woman and know instantly what 
she wanted him to be and to say.” 
Onassis would set about stalking a 
woman who interested him with the same 
single-minded persistence that he applied 
to cornering a lucrative shipping deal. 
He could be the most attentive and gen­ 
erous suitor in the world—a quality which 
appealed to young Tina Onassis, whose 
father, Stavros Livanos, was famous for 
his penny-pinching ways. Onassis courted 
the 16-year-old girl with jewelry in­ 
scribed T.l.L.Y. (for “Tina. 1 love you” ) 
and after their marriage showered her 
with expensive presents. 
To Maria Callas, Onassis showed a 
will as strong as her own. He charmed 
the fiery-tempered diva to the point 
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where she gave up her career for the ten 
years she spent with him. 
For Jacqueline Kennedy, Onassis re­ 
vealed another facet of his chameleon­ 
like personality. To her he was all- 
attentive, comforting and protective. .Ac­ 
cording to a woman who was friends 
with both of them, “He managed to 
make her feel totally secure and pam­ 
pered, as if she were the only woman in 
the world. And this is what Jackie needs.” 
In a word, Onassis could be anything 
to any' woman, and that gift outweighs 
wealth, looks or se.xual prowess. 
Like the ancient Greek hero Ulysses, 
and many Greeks after him. Onassis was 
torn between love of home and family 
and the need to roam the world at will 
According to Gratsos, who knew him 
from the time he was 24, “ He was a 
wonderful family man. He loved his 
children more than anyone I've ever 
known. But he wasn't meant to be mar­ 
ried; he was born to be a bachelor. He 
was a man who moves, who takes 
nothing and goes when he feels like it 
To such a man, every woman he be­ 
comes involved with eventually becomes 
a burden.” 
Even Jacqueline Onassis found this to 
be true according to a woman friend of 
hers. She told me about riding with 
Onassis and his wife in Athens one day 
when Onassis suddenly, without explana­ 
tion, told the driver to stop and let him 
out. While Jackie stared after him in 
surprise, Onassis continued on foot, 
staring into windows, greeting passers-by 
and generally enjoying his freedom. 
As he grew older, Onassis began to 
think of his empire as a monument to his 
name. His son Alexander was the heir to 
the throne and he would, in Greek 
fashion, name his first son Aristotle, thus 
perpetuating the line through eternity. 
That’s why Alexander’s death was the 
greatest tragedy that could befall Onas­ 
sis. “.After his son died, he lost his will 
to live,” said Gratsos. “He worked harder 
in order to forget, but the loss of his son 
crippled him." 
Onassis was a student of all things 
Greek, especially classical Greek litera­ 
ture. He must have reflected ruefully, as 
he slowly lost his long battle with 
myasthenia gravis, on what became of 
all the Greek heroes who aspired to im­ 
mortality. Immortality belonged only to 
the gods. Whenever a mortal was rash 
enough to seek it for himself, he was 
inevitably struck down for his hubris, or 
pride. Like his hero Ulysses, Onassis had 
had quite a journey—a trip which had 
included the greatest success, power and 
drama the world can give. But he also 
had been guilty of the overreaching 
pride—the hubris—that has always been 
the downfall of man. No doubt Onassis 
realized near the end that he had climbed 
too far toward

of that time’s been good. We’ve got four 
kids—two boys and two girls. But when 
you’re married as long as I’ve been, once 
every seven years or so something hap­ 
pens.

As a child growing up in 
Boston, red-haired Chris 
McCarron dreamed of 
becoming a hockey player

become a jockey. His suc­ 
cess in racing has been 
phenomenal. At the age of 
19, he set a new world record 
by riding a total of 546 
winners in a year. The 
incredible aspect to this 
record is that young Chris set 
it while still an apprentice 
jockey. He was an exercise 
boy at the Laurel Race Track 
in Maryland until he was 
allowed to ride his first race 
in January 1974. He finished 
last in that race but showed 
enough potential to convince 
trainer Odie Clelland to give 
him other mounts. He won 
his first race 16 days later 
and after that, just kept 
winning and winning.

win the race that set the new 
record. It was a close duel 
down the stretch with Chris’s 
horse edging in front just at 
the finish. Chris's father, 
Herbert, was at Laurel that 
day. “I didn’t know what to 
do, so I just screamed for 
both of them to finish in a 
dead heat,” he recalls. “The 
way It turned out, I’m terribly 
happy for Chris, and Gregg is 
happy for him, too . ..” 
Chris’s rise to racing stardom 
has made a few changes in 
his lifestyle. As an exercise 
boy, he lived in a tiny room 
in the area of the stables at 
Laurel. Now he lives with 
friends in a well-kept garden 
apartment and has replaced 
his old car with a new sports 
car. But he’s not indulging 
himself otherwise, and his 
mother is acting as trustee 
for his savings. “There’s 
always a chance this could 
end tomorrow,” the 108- 
pound jockey says. “The first 
time my brother sat on a race 
horse, he was thrown and 
kicked and nearly lost his 
sight in one eye. I’ve been 
thrown off horses a couple of 
times, and although nothing 
serious happened, there’s 
always the danger in this 
sport of suffering permanent 
injury.”

Say you have an infection. If 
it’s caused by bacteria, your 
doctor can give you an 
antibiotic. But if it’s caused 
by a virus, antibiotics do not 
work. There are more than 500 
different kinds of viruses that 
can cause trouble in man. 
About 90 percent of respira­ 
tory infections are virus- 
induced. And we are 
continuously finding that 
other illnesses are due to 
viruses. How does a doctor 
know for sure that he is 
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dealing with a virus? First, he 
examines the patient and 
considers the patient’s 
complaint. This usually gives 
him a clue. If he wants to be 
absolutely certain, he may 
order lab tests. But since it 
takes almost five days to 
grow a virus in a laboratory, 
then another five days to 
identify it, lab tests are 
usually ordered only when 
the infection seems more 
serious or persistent. The 
protection against virus 
infections is a vaccine. It 
stimulates antibody protec­ 
tion. hence increasing body 
resistance. There are vac­ 
cines against smallpox, flu, 
polio, etc. What about 
treatment? There are certain 
virus killers that are used 
against more serious virus 
infections, but they are 
rather toxic. A new virus 
killer called "interferon” has 
far less potential for toxicity, 
but it is not yet available, and 
studies are still being made.
